. CHICAGO, June 3—Chicago police
were given strenuous [Jife today by

striking packing house, teamstirs.
From daylight this morning until
long after dark tonlght, biueconts were
kepl busy dispersing trouble-makess,
who congregated along the sireets and
in evéry conceivable menner placed
obstagles in the way of meat-dealers
who endeavored to move the supply
wagons with non-unjfon drivers. Ia
spite of strikers and their friends 33
wagon loads of meat were delivered
from the stockyands to down town sta-
tions. Before the task was accomp-
lished, however, a score of policemen
and rioters had been injured and fully
¥ persons placed under arrest. Sev-
eral of the injured were in such serious
condition that they were taken to hos-
pitals. Two of the Injured may dis.

When processions of wagons left the
packing house district they were
guarded by heavy detalls of pollee:
Pollcemen drew cluba and after a had
struggle scattersd the mob that gath-
eed by the hundreds to hinder the
progrees of the wagons, and then a
fresh start” was made, but before the
wagons reached the down town distriet
the mob augmenied by hundreds of
sympathigers, made another attack.

When the central
portlon of the city was reached clashes
between the police and crowd became
numerons,  Street oar traffic wms an
impossibility and it was necsssary for
severnl squads of police (o charge
crowds with batons before the wig-
ons had reached various down town
houses, To add to the bundens of
the police department 1300 deliverers
and helpers employed by the State
street generfal retndl merchandise de-
partment =tores went on a strike to-
day.

An atttempt waz made to delver
